2.  AJIALYSIS:  Although  the  images  appeared  genuine  (as  opposed  to  photographic  phenomena) 

it  was  not  possible  to  determine  the  cause  or  nature  of  the  object.  It  was  interesting  tc 
note,  however,  that  source  stateo  he  was  approximately  300  feet  from  the  object  which  was 
estimated  to  have  a velocity  of  500  mph.  Although  he  stated  that  there  was  no  sound,  a 
sonic  boom  night  vrell  have  been  expected.  Also  noteworthy  is  the  fact  that  although  the 
foreground  tree  parts  show  no  significant  degree  of  "panning”,  the  object  exhibits  rather 
clear  outlines  rather  than  smearing  or  blurring  as  would  be  expected  when  a fast  moving 
object  is  photographed.  Although  it  is  a matter  for  conjecture,  a more  likely  cause  for 
the  imagery  is  a rather  small  man-made  object  which  was  thrown  into  the  air  and  photographc
